Town station in line 
for £400,000 refurb

RAIL passengers using Harlow Town Station 
will soon reap the benefits of a £400,000 refu¬ 
rbishment package designed to drag the 
tired-looking Grade II listed building into 
the 21st century. 

Train operator National Express East Anglia con¬ 
firmed this week it will embark on a complete over¬ 
haul of the ageing facilities in a programme funded 
by Government and Essex County Council grants. 

Although a planning application has yet to be submit¬ 
ted, the proposals will include improvements to disabled 
access, the provision of a new heated waiting area and 
redecoration of the entire station, which is 50 years old 
this summer. 

A grass verge to the left of existing disabled parking 
spaces adjacent to the listed building will be reconfig¬ 
ured to increase capacity, while unassisted access to the 
lift from the booking hall and platforms will also be pro-

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Trust pays damages to young mum after stillbirth tragedy 


A YOUNG mother has received a five 
figure sum in damages after giving 
birth to a stillborn son at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. 

Louise Stokes was paid the undis¬ 
closed figure this week after the PAH 
NHS Trust admitted to errors which 
may have contributed to the baby’s 
death. 

Ms Stokes was 21 when she fell 
pregnant in January 2007. But during 
the course of the preganancy she was 
disagnosed with gestational diabetes 
and by August she was suffering from 
high blood pressure and headaches. 

A midwife at the Harlow hospital 
thought she was suffering the early 


stages of pre-eclampsia - a dangerous 
form of hypertension - and Ms Stokes 
was admitted to the labour ward. She 
was later discharged but after two days 
returned to the ward. 

Tests carried out using a car- 
diotocography monitor indicated 
potential complications with the preg¬ 
nancy, but medics failed to raise the 
alarm. When a third CTG test was con¬ 
ducted six hours later, the machine 
failed to locate the infant’s heartbeat. 

The baby, who was named Carl, was 
born with the umbilical cord wrapped 
tightly round his legs. An inquest con¬ 
firmed he had died from a lack of oxy¬ 
gen. 


The hospital trust conceded Ms 
Stokes should have been admitted to 
hospital when she was displaying 
symptoms of pre-eclampsia and the 
results of the scan should have been 
seen as suspicious. 

Had this been done, the baby could 
have been delivered by emergency cae¬ 
sarean section. 

In a letter of apology to Ms Stokes 
and her partner Charles Plume, the 
hospital admitted the care she received 
fell below the standard they were rea¬ 
sonably entitled to expect. 

This week the couple, who live in 
Hoddesdon, said: “Although two years 
have passed, we have still not come to 


terms with the fact Carl is not with us.” 

Ms Stokes was represented by 
Madeline Seibert, a clinical negligence 
specialist at Harlow-based solicitors 
Attwaters. She said: “The tragedy of 
this case is that there were several 
opportunities to see that something 
was going wrong with Louise’s preg¬ 
nancy.” 

A PAH Trust spokesman said: “The 
Trust has apologised to Ms Stokes and 
Mr Plume in respect of the admitted 
failures in the care provided. 

“Since the death of baby Carl it has 
taken appropriate steps to ensure that 
a similar incident does not occur in 
the future.”

LATEST Government fig¬ 
ures on the number of col¬ 
lege students successfully 
completing their courses 
rank Harlow College in 
the top five per cent of 
education providers natio¬ 
nally. 

A league table of success 
rates published by the Learn¬ 
ing and Skills Council places 
the college 34th out of 726 
similar establishments nation¬ 
wide with an overall score of 
86.4 per cent. 

The figure puts nearby col¬ 
leges in the shade, with Hertford 
Regional College recording an 
overall success rate of 77 per 
cent and Epping Forest College 
73.3 per cent. 

Although success rates meas¬ 
ure the percentage of students 
who complete their courses and 
do not take the final grades and 
qualifications achieved into 
account, Harlow College princi¬ 
pal Cohn Hindmarch said the 
statistics proved the college had 
improved significantly during 
his tenure.

Teenager's screams scare 
away hooded sex attacker 


DETECTIVES are investigating what they 
are describing as a sexually motivated attack 
on a young woman in Harlow on Tuesday. 

The attack took place at about 5pm in the 
Toddbrook area of town. The victim was a 
girl in her late teens. 

The culprit, who disguised his identity by 
wearing a hooded top, ran off when the vic¬ 
tim resisted the attack and screamed repeat¬ 
edly. 

Police said she suffered facial injuries but 
did not require hospital treatment. 

Yesterday (Wednesday), the scene was 
being preserved for forensic examination 
and the teenager was being interviewed by 


specialist officers in order to obtain a 
detailed account of what happened. 

The attacker is described as being in his 
late teens and about 5ft 8in tall. He was 
wearing a navy or grey hooded top and dark 
bottoms. 

Police would like to hear from a man who 
was seen standing at the junction of Third 
Avenue and Harberts Road, Harlow around 
the time of the attack.

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Pedestrian safety still a concern at 'danger' crossing 


AN expected increase in the number 
of pedestrians crossing Velizy Avenue 
from the town centre to the new 
Leisurezone complex and an expand¬ 
ed Harlow College campus have fuel¬ 
led fresh safety concerns. 

With the opening of the 
Leisurezone, a £25m sports and 
leisure centre combining wet and dry 
facilities on one site, due in March and 
Harlow College announcing £9.3m 
expansion plans to incorporate an 
Anglia Ruskin University campus, the 
number of people crossing the busy 
road on foot is expected to rocket. 

Currently the only pedestrian 
access to both sites from the town cen¬ 
tre is the pelican crossing on Velizy 
Avenue. 

For local historian and former 



Harlow councillor Ron Bill, the issue 
of safety is one close to his heart after 
a disabled friend died in an accident 
while on her way to the college some 
15 years ago. 


“There’s a fairly low accident rate in 
Harlow presently and we want to keep 
it that way,” he said. 

“It really is a dangerous spot. You 
only have to stop and observe it for a 
short time. The students can be an 
impetuous lot and we’re lucky there 
haven’t been more accidents already. 

“It seems like some drivers treat it 
like a race track.” 

His concerns were echoed by Hare 
Street and Little Pamdon resident Ray 
Statham, who described the current 
crossing as “hazardous and thorough¬ 
ly treacherous” following a recent 
visit to the college. 

“Having now having experienced 
the assault course first hand I can 
understand what challenges students 
have to go through just to arrive safe 


and well at their place of study,” he 
said. 

Concerns were raised about the 
crossing point back in 2000 when the 
Harlow Gateway project was first pro¬ 
posed but a proposed pedestrian 
walkover never materialised. 

“Wouldn’t it be an excellent and 
logical opportunity to allocate 
£500,000 to provide a completely new 
overhead walkway,” said Mr Statham. 

Harlow Council leader Andrew 
Johnson said improvements to the 
Velizy Avenue crossings will be 
addressed as part of the plans for 
Harlow Town Centre North. 

“Transport consultants working on 
Town Centre North are talking to the 
Anglia Ruskin University Project 
team about the crossing,” he said.

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ANGRY staff have staged 
a protest following the 
news that Harlow tax 
office is to close with the 
loss of 16 jobs. 

Treasury Minister Stephen 
Timms confirmed the offices 
at Beaufort House, in Crown 
Gate, would be shut down as 
part of efficiency savings in 
the wake of the recession. 

Of the 43 employees currently 
working at the Harlow branch, 27 
will either be redeployed to 
offices in Bishop’s Stortford and 
Stevenage or continue to provide 
“face-to-face” tax advice in an as- 
yet unconfirmed location in the 
town. 

Furious staff formed a picket 
line outside Beaufort House last 
Wednesday on the advice of the 
Public and Commercial Services 
Union in protest against the job 
cuts. 

PCS branch secretary Mike 
Black warned the closure would 
reduce the amount of tax advice 
and support available to residents 
and local firms while undermin¬ 
ing the ability of the department 
to collect tax revenue as the pub¬ 
lic deficit widens. 

“These ill-considered and 
unnecessary job cuts are the last 
thing Harlow needs,” he added. 
“It makes no sense to destroy 
these jobs when each additional 
member of staff in Her Majesty’s 
Revenue & Customs can bring in 
far more money to help the public 
finances than it costs to employ 
them.” 


The plans were also outlined in 
a letter sent to Harlow MP Bill 
Rammell by the Treasury, 
prompting the local MP to 
express “serious concerns” about 
the closure and redundancies. 

“I have secured important 
assurances from the Treasury on a 
number of issues, including that 
face-to-face customer services 
would continue in the town and 
that for all staff all possible rede¬ 
ployment opportunities would be 
explored, both within and outside 
HMRC, to avoid any unnecessary 
redundancies,” he told the Star. 

“I remain extremely concerned 
for the remaining employees and 
I will press to ensure they are 
considered for voluntary redun¬ 
dancy on compulsory terms, the 
best terms available under the 
Civil Service Compensation 
Scheme.”

Winter bug victims urged 
to stay way from hospital 


PEOPLE suffering from a win¬ 
ter vomiting bug are being urged 
to stay away from Harlow’s 
Princess Alexandra in order to 
protect patients and workers. 

Symptoms of the highly 
infectious norovirus include 
nausea, a sudden onset of vomit¬ 
ing, diarrhoea, stomach pains or 
cramps, headaches, fever and 
tiredness. 

But Dr Sandra Dimmock, 
medical director of the PAH 
NHS Hospital Trust, said it was 
only in exceptional circum¬ 
stances that hospital treatment 
was required. 

“It is unpleasant but rarely 
serious and most people make a 
full recovery within one or two 


days,” she said. 

“However, the virus can be 
more serious for very sick and 
vulnerable patients and that is 
why we urge people to stay away 
from hospital." 

She added: “If you have the 
virus it’s important to wash and 
dry your hands thoroughly after 
going to the toilet and before 
you handle food to prevent it 
being passed on to others. 

“There is no specific treat¬ 
ment for the virus and the gener¬ 
al advice is to drink lots of water 
and take lots of rest.” 

Anyone suffering from diar¬ 
rhoea and vomiting should call 
their GP or NHS Direct on 0845 
4647 for advice.

Peddling propaganda 

SIR, Like many of your readers I was incensed by the 
derogatory remarks made by Aran Black about Harlow, but 
I was even more infuriated with the gross hypocrisy of 
Robert Halfon and his Tory colleagues who for years have 
peddled propaganda about how fed up people are with the 
town. 

Mr Halfon provides fodder for the likes of Mr Black by 
branding Harlow citizens as illiterate and innumerate and 
bemoans the efforts of the Government to provide 
apprenticeships and training. 

As a teacher and school governor living in Harlow, I 
believe it is vital to counter Mr Halfon’s negativity and put 
the record straight. Thanks to this Government there are 
more apprentices than ever before, three million people 
have achieved nationally recognised qualifications in 
literacy and numeracy and there are 100,000 more young 
people studying in further education colleges than 10 
years ago. 

The Government is investing more than ever in skills and 
training. Next year apprenticeship funding will be £400m 
and the Train to Gain will be £lbn, supporting over a 
million learners. 

Participation in skills is increasing - more than six million 
adults have engaged with Skills for Life and more than 
three million people have gained a national qualification. 
Train to Gain has engaged with over 143,000 employers 
and the National Skills Academy network will deliver 
learning to more than one million people in the next five 
years, securing £75m in employer-match investment. 
Finally, quality is improving. Further education success 
rates are up from 56 per cent in 1999-2000 to 80 per cent 
in 2007-08 and 71 per cent of colleges were rated good or 
outstanding by Ofsted in 2007-08. In Harlow in 1997 the 
number of pupils gaining five GCSE grades A-C was 28 
per cent; this year it was in the region of 67 per cent. 

Not for the first time Mr Halfon has demonstrated his 
ignorance of the facts and his lack of genuine interest in 
representing and celebrating the achievements of the 
people of Harlow.

As he will know, the Skills For Life survey was conducted 
to establish a national profile of adult literacy, numeracy 
and ICT skills levels.

Panel questionnaire issued by North Harlow Joint Venture 


allegedly to help shape its emerging plans for 10,000 or 
more houses north of Harlow. 

However, the consultants who are running the exercise 
clearly state on their website that the benefit of their 
approach is that “it bestows local legitimacy upon the 
development process”. 

Our campaign has no desire to legitimise the development 
north of Harlow and so will not be participating in this 
sham. We believe this activity is designed simply to 
support the developer’s own future commercial strategy. 
Surprisingly, the survey asks questions about traffic issues 
around Harlow. From Freedom of Information requests we 
have learnt that representatives of HNJV met with the 
Highways Agency in October 2009 when it was minuted 
that it was not anticipated that a bypass would form part of 
the proposals. Clearly NHJV have already formed a view 
on the bypass contrary to that of the senior politicians in 
Harlow - both MP Bill Rammell and Robert Halfon have 
run campaigns for a bypass. 

Soon residents will have the opportunity to respond to the 
real development process through consultations run by 
Harlow Council and East Herts District Council. It is 
important local people make their views known at that 
time.

Be a good neighbour to 
elderly and vulnerable 


LOOK out for older and more 
vulnerable neighbours. 

Every winter in the UK some 25-30,000 
deaths are linked to the cold weather and 
more than three million households are 
living in fuel poverty, spending more than 
10 per cent of income just to just keep 
warm. 

Cold weather can lead to serious health 
problems such as heart attacks, strokes, 
pneumonia and depression. This is of concern 
if you’re vulnerable to cold-related illnesses 
because you are over 60, on a low income, 
have a long-term health condition such as 
heart, lung or kidney disease, or are disabled. 
Dr Sandra Dimmock, medical director at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital, said: “Older and 
more vulnerable people suffer the most during 
the cold weather. Many of the elderly patients 
we see at this time of year end up in hospital 
because they are unable to cope with the cold. 
“Householders are urged to knock on the door 
of elderly neighbours and make sure they are 
in good health and keeping warm. A friendly 
knock on the door may help to avoid the 
elderly person ending up in hospital.” 

The Government’s Keep Warm Keep Well 
campaign recommends a number of ways to 


beat the cold. 

% Try to keep your home warm. Keep the 
main rooms you use during the day at a 
minimum of 21°C (70°F) and your bedroom at 
a minimum of 18°C (65°F) at night when 
you’re asleep. You can also use a hot water 
bottle or electric blanket (but not both at the 
same time) to keep warm while you’re in bed. 
%Wrap up warm, inside and out. Several thin 
layers of clothes are better than one thick layer. 
Don’t forget to wear hats, gloves and scarves. 

If possible, stay inside during a cold period if 
you have heart or respiratory problems. 

0 Keep active. Move around at least once an 
hour and don’t sit down for long periods of 
time. Even light exercise will help keep you 
warm. 

%Check elderly friends and neighbours are 
safe and well. Make sure they're warm enough, 
especially at night, and have stocks of food and 
medicines so they don’t need to go out during 
very cold weather.

Cold spell turns up the 
heat on hospital's A&E 


PRINCESS Alexandra 
Hospital is asking people to 
stay away from the accident 
and emergency department 
unless it’s an emergency. 

The Harlow hospital’s A&E 
has had a busy month 
dealing with more than 
2,868 cases between 
Christmas Day and January 
7. 

Staff have been dealing with 
dozens of patients with 
ankle, hip and wrist injuries 
following falls in the snow 
and ice. There have also been 
a number of admissions of 
people who have been 
injured in minor car 
crashes. 

The hospital has also seen a 
rise in the number of 
admissions of mainly older 


people suffering from 
respiratory problems due to 
the persistent cold weather. 
Yvonne Blucher, executive 
director of nursing, said: 

“We have coped well and it’s 
still our proud boast that the 
A&E department at PAH 
has never closed to patients. 
Staff have been making 
magnificent efforts to beat 
the weather and get to work 
but it has been extremely 
difficult on some days. 

“As the cold temperatures 
continue so we expect 
further admissions. We 
would ask that unless there 
is a real emergency, people 
should avoid coming to 
A&E. They should instead 
contact their GP or NHS 
Direct on 0845 4647.”

Condemned: 
'pit bull' dog 

that attacked 
police horses 


A DOG that attacked two 
police horses on patrol in 
Harlow town centre last year 
is facing a death sentence. 

Magistrates originally ordered 
that the dog - initially believed to 
be a Staffordshire bull terrier - 
should be muzzled when out in 
public after the incident in North 
Gate on October 28 last year. 

But at a hearing on January 11, 
Harlow justices granted an applica¬ 
tion by Essex Police for the dog to be 
destroyed after hearing new evidence 
that it shared “sufficient characteris¬ 
tics” of those found in a pit bull terri¬ 
er - a breed prohibited under the 
Dangerous Dogs Act. 

They have also ordered Louise

Reilly (43), of Purford Green, Harlow 
- said in court to be the mother of the 
dog’s owner and in charge of the ani¬ 
mal at the time of the attack - to pay 
£200 to Essex Police to cover the 
costs of keeping the dog in kennels. 

The court documents state: “A dog 
having been made subject to dog con¬ 
trol order (that the dog had to be kept 
on a lead and muzzled whilst out in 
public at all times) has been found to 
demonstrate sufficient characteristics 
as those found in a pit bull terrier - 
this being a prohibited dog.” 

Ms Reilly’s legal representative 
indicated she would appeal against 
the court’s ruling and was given 21 


days to do so. Until then the dog will 
stay in kennels. 

During the original hearing last 
November, magistrates made the 
muzzling order in civil proceedings 
brought after a charge under the 
Dangerous Dogs Act was withdrawn 
by police. 

Ms Reilly admitted the dog had 
been dangerous and out of control 
when it nipped at the horses’ hooves, 
causing them to move from side to 
side and throw off their police riders. 

Despite being told to quieten down 
by Ms Reilly, the dog continued its 
attack, severing a main artery in one 
horse’s leg and causing the animal to 
panic. 

The injury was so severe it required 
emergency roadside surgery and may 
never return to police duty.

lift from the booking hall and platforms will 
also be provided. 

Even the station’s four platforms will get a 
makeover with the cost of redecorating of 
lighting columns, canopies and benches 
included in the budget.

A FATHER-of-three is plead¬ 
ing for help to solve a serious 
damp problem which he 
fears is putting the health of 
his severely disabled teenage 
son at risk. 

Adrian Broad (47) said a leak¬ 
ing pipe in their council bunga¬ 
low in Northbrooks, Harlow, was 
the cause of the damp which is 
so bad it is causing mould and 
fungi to grow on the hallway 
walls. 

He claims that despite reporting 
the situation on a number of occa¬ 
sions, the problem is still as bad as 
ever. 

“My son, Aaran, has a mental age 
of an 18-month-old,” he said. “It’s 
like looking after a baby and we are 
worried that he will pick up the fun¬ 
gus and maybe try to eat it. 

“When we try to get hold of some¬ 
one we come up against a brick wall. 
No-one has ever returned a message 
and it’s difficult to get through to 
anyone at all. 

“It’s like they just don’t want to 
know and don’t want to tell us any¬ 
thing.” 

Mr Broad’s wife Dawn (46) said 
she was worried about the effect on 
the health of Aaran (13) and their 
other two children, Lyndsey (15) and 
Callum (11).

“There are 10 mushrooms the size 
of ones you would buy at the super¬ 
market coming out of the wall,” she 
said. 

“We’ve all come down with a lot 
of colds over the cold period and the 
damp is not helping.” 

The problem started after a spe¬ 
cially-adapted shower installed by 
the council in 2007 to help assist the 
family with their disabled son 
became blocked. 

It took council maintenance con¬ 
tractors Kier Harlow until last June 
to fix the problem but Mr Broad 
claimed that in the process workmen 


damaged a pipe, causing the damp 
problem to develop rapidly. 

The leak has ruined the carpet and 
damp has risen more than two feet up 
the walls. 

A spokesman for Kier Harlow 
said: “We would like to express our 
sincere apologies to Mr and Mrs 
Broad for any inconvenience caused. 

“We are taking initial steps to 
investigate the situation further and 
have arranged for works to be car¬ 
ried out this week. 

“The situation will be monitored 
by a Kier Harlow representative to 
ensure the matter is resolved.”

happy days as 
station porter 


W HO would have 
thought a grainy 
picture of Burnt 
Mill railway station could 
have sparked so much 
correspondence? 

This week we have been 
contacted by railway employee 
Ronald Perry, of The Wrens, 
Harlow, who started his career 
at the station in April 1950 after 
leaving school at the age of 15. 
“I started off as a lad porter,” writes 
Mr Perry (75), who back then lived 
in Spring Street. “You were given 
many sorts of jobs including the 
cleaning of the station gas lamps, 
keeping all the fireplaces blackened 
and the fires burning in winter and 
scrubbing the booking hall floor 
with a lump of soap and a large 
brush until the boards came up 
white. 

“The station master was a Tom 
Pithers who lived in Station House 
which still stands today. Mr Pithers 
was a very keen fisherman and 
could always be found at the river 
bank. He would say to me: ‘You

know where I am, boy’. 

“The train service was quite good 
for a small village. You would get 
all sorts of different things carried 
by trains; sides of bacon and cases 
of cheese which came from a local 
factory. 

“Sometimes you would get young 
calves wrapped in sacks, coffins for 


the local undertaker and boxes of 
cakes for the two local shops, Miss 
Searle’s and J. Riley’s. 

“In the goods yard you would deal 
with loading of sugar beet which 
was brought in by the local farmers 
on horse cart or tractor and trailer. 
“Wagons of coal would also come 
in to be unloaded by the local coal 
merchant at Netteswell Cross while 
watercress from the beds - now the 
Town Park water gardens - would 
be sent to the London market. 

“A workman’s return ticket to 
Liverpool Street was only 1/6 
(7!/2p) back them. On a Sunday the 
trains would be very busy with 
loads of fishermen coming down 
from London for a day’s fishing. 
You would also get the teams and 
their families coming to play the 
local cricket team at Freshwaters. 
“After my years at Burnt Mill I 
moved to work at the freight yard 
in Harlow, now Harlow Mill. 

“The railway in those days was all 
one big family, always knowing 
who gets what - eggs, fruit, 
vegetables and many other things. 
Happy days!”

ESSEX County Council 
is counting the cost of the 
cold snap as it steps up 
efforts to repair roads 
damaged by the extreme 
weather.

Plucky pooch 
is troops' pal 


BRITISH soldiers in 
Afghanistan have started a 
campaign to save a dog that 
has been accompanying 
them on patrol. 

Black Labrador Tangye has survived gun 
battles and explosions but troops fear he 
could soon be killed by one of the 
growing number of crude explosive 
devices. 

The plucky pooch has spent five years at 
the Army base in Kajaki, but now soldiers 
from C Company, 3rd Battalion The Rifles 
want to find him a safer home in the UK. 
Lance Corporal Brent Meheux said it was 
becoming too dangerous for Tangye to 
carry on. 

“When the lads are under contact he will 
run up and down the line barking and 
wagging his tail,” he said. “It’s as if he is 
shouting encouragement. 

“But we had to stop him coming out on 
patrol about a week ago. The threat is 
just too high.” 

Tangye is fearless under fire and has 
proved to be a great inspiration to the 
troops he has patrolled with. Lance 



Corporal Meheux said it would mean a 
lot to the soldiers at the base to know he 
was safe. 

“He has been such a morale-booster for 
the lads but he can’t do what he loves 
doing over here any more - it’s too 
dangerous. 

“We want someone to help us get him 
back to a safe home in the UK.” 

A number of groups on social networking 
website Facebook have already been set 
up to try to find a suitable home for 
Tangye once he retires, with many people 
also donating money to pay for his safe 
return to Britain.

Toy Story 2 is smarter, slicker, 
faster and funnier than the 
original. 

The film gallops at full speed for 
every one of its 92 minutes, 
combining jaw-dropping animation 
with a screenplay full to bursting 
with instantly endearing characters 
and heart-stopping action set- 
pieces. 

Directors John Lasseter, Ash 
Brannon and Lee Unkrich and their 
extensive team of animators, have 
created a contemporary fable about 
friendship and courage which 
effortlessly charms viewers of all 
ages, combining slapstick humour 
with pop culture references. 
Whereas the first film belonged to 
Buzz Lightyear (voiced by Tim 
Allen), part two is Woody's film, 


focusing on the lovable cowboy's 
battle with an evil toy store 
manager who plans to sell him to a 
Japanese collector. For Woody 
(Tom Hanks), it transpires, is a rare 
and valuable collector’s item. 

Having been stolen from Andy's 
home, Woody meets up with 
cowgirl Jessie (Joan Cusack), Stinky 
Pete the Prospector (Kelsey 
Grammer) and his trusty steed 
Bullseye, who used to star with him 
in the popular 1950s show Woody’s 
Round-up. 

Unlike Woody, the other toys are 
looking forward to going to Japan 
to their new home. So when Buzz, 
Mr Potato Head (Don Rickies), 

Slinky Dog (Jim Varney) and co turn 
up to free Woody, they are naturally 
less than enthusiastic about letting 
the cowboy go, setting up a 
climactic chase in the bowels of an 
airport and ultimately a passenger 
airplane. 

All the old favourites are present, 
accompanied by some new faces 
(Mrs Potato Head, evil Emperor 
Zurg, Wheezy the asthmatic 


penguin), brought to life by terrific 
vocal performances from a talented 
ensemble cast. 

Hanks and Allen go to infinity and 
beyond as Woody and Buzz, whose 
love-hate relationship provides Toy 
Story 2 with its most emotionally 
satisfying and humorous moments. 
Grammer yee-haws for all his worth 
as Stinky Pete and Cusack steals the 
show as Jessie, as quick with her 
lasso as her tongue. 

The film has great fun at its own 
expense, especially during the 
scenes at the toy store where Buzz 
and co happen upon a whole aisle 
of Barbie dolls having a pool party.
